*** BACKROUND *** 

THIS PROGRAM IS AN ADAPTATION OF DECUS »8-178 THAT HAS BEEN 
110 MODIFIED TO RUN ON A TSS/8 COMPUTER. ALL RECULAR TLS INSTRUCTIONS 
130 HAVE BEEN CHANGED TO USE THE SAS COMMAND. THE PROGRAM CAN ONLY 
140 ACCEPT TAPES FROM THE HIGH SPEED READER FOR THE SIMPLE REASON THAT 
150 TSS/8 MONITOR CANNOT DISTINGUISH BETWEEN THE KEYBOARD AND THE LOW 
160 SPEED READER AND IF THE TAPE CONTAINS ANY CODE 2’S (CHANNEL 2 IS 
170 PUNCHED) # MONITOR WILL INTERPRET THIS AS A CONTROL B OB) 

180 AND WILL USUALLY HALT THE PROGRAM. INPUT TAPES ARE USUALLY IN 
190 BINARY FORMAT# BUT THE ASSEMBLER CAN ACCEPT TSS/8 SAVE FORMAT- 
200 TAPES ALTHOUGH NO ADDRESSES WILL BE PRINTED# AND THE LOCATION 
210 COUNTER WILL RESET TO ZERO AT THE END OF EACH PAGE. THE PROGRAM CAN 
220 ACCEPT RIM FORMAT TAPES AS INPUT# BUT AN ORIGIN SETTING WILL BE 

230 PRINTED ON EVERY OTHER LINE. 

231 MOST REGULAR TSS/8 IOTS HAVE BEEN ENTERED INTO THE 

232 PROGRAM’S PERMANENT SYMBOL TABLE. 
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240 *** USAGE *** 

245 TO USE THIS PROGRAM* THE USER MUST FIRST DETERMINE WHETHER OR 

250 NOT THE TAPE THAT IS BEING DISASSEMBLED CONTAINS FLOATING POINT 
255 INSTRUCTIONS. IF THIS IS SO* THEN TYPE (IN MONITOR MODE) * 

260 .’SWITCH 400’• 

270 THIS INSTRUCTION ACTIVATES THE FLOATING POINT MECHANISM WITHIN THE 
275 PROGRAM. IF THE USER NEEDS A SYMBOLIC TAPE THAT IS ACCEPTABLE TO 
280 TSS/8 EDITOR* THE USER TYPES* 

285 .’SWITCH 4000*. 

290 ANY COMBINATIONS OF THESE TWO SWITCH REGISTER SETTINGS MAY BE USED* 
300 (I.E. SWITCH 4400 WOULD PRODUCE AN OUTPUT TAPE OF A PROGRAM THAT 
310 CONTAINED FLOATING POINT INSTRUCTIONS.) 

320 IT IS IMPERATIVE THAT IF THE USER DOES NOT REQUIRE THESE OPTIONS* 
330 HE MUST RESET HIS SWITCH REGISTER TO 0000 (SWITCH 0) .

380 ONCE THE APPROPRIATE BIT SETTINGS HAVE BEEN MADE* THE USER 

385 MUST TYPE (IN MONITOR MODE)* ASSIGN R TO MAKE SURE THAT THE READER 
390 IS AVAILABLE. IF MONITOR RESPONDS R ASSIGNED YOU MAY PROCEED WITH 
400 THE PROGRAM* OTHERWISE* WAIT UNTIL THE READER IS AVAILABLE. 

410 ONCE THE READER IS ASSIGNED* THE USER PLACES HIS TAPE IN IT 
420 WITH THE CODE 200’S OVER THE PHOTOCELLS. ONCTFPHE HAS RETURNED TO 
430 HIS TELETYPE* THE USER NOW TYPES ’RUN TS8REV’ BUT DOES NOT PRESS 
440 THE RETURN KEY. IF THE SWITCH REGISTER HAS BEEN SET TO PRODUCE AN 
450 OUTPUT TAPE* THE LOW SPEED PUNCH IS NOW TURNED ON AT THIS POINT* 

460 AND THE CARRAIGE RETURN KEY IS STRUCK. THE PROGRAM WILL PRODUCE 
470 LEADER TAPE AND PUNCH THE PROGRAM. IF THE SWITQH REGISTER HAS NOT 
480 BEEftf SET FOR AN OUTPUT TAPE* THE USER JUST TYPES THE RETURN KEY. 
490 IF THE READER MISSES A CHARACTER (WHICH IS VERY RARE) OR IF THE 
500 TAPE HAS AN ERROR IN IT* THE PROGRAM TYPES READER ERROR* AND 

510 HALTS.

550 UP TO SIX CHARACTERS NOt TO BE PRINTED AT THE END OF THE PRINTOUT.
